Newmarket is in an excellent 
financial position, N. L. Math- 
ews, K.C., town clerk and 
treasurer, told Newmarket town 
council on Monday evening. 

•"Hie borrowing by-law was 

set at $70,000," Mr. Mathews 

told the council. "So far we 

have not borrowed any money 

for capital expenditures and we 
have borrowed only $10,000 for 
current expenses. We don't 
expect to have to borrow any 
more.*' 

Mr. Mathews stated that this 
was the lowest borrowing since 
he became clerk and treasurer 
20 years ago. 

"One of the main reasons is 
that we have improved our cash 
position by having sufficient re- 
serves for uncollectible 

accounts," he said. "We used 
to borrow $50,000 and S60.000. 

It is more remarkable since our 
borrowing limit is $84,000. 

'Talk about your pay-as-you- 
go systems,*' he smiled. "We've 
got one.

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RADIO CLASS 
DESCRIBED TO 

SCHOOL BOARD 



Fred L. Hall, vice-principal of 
the Alexander Muir school, gave 
a report on his attendance at the 
Ontario Educational Association 
convention in Toronto, at a 
Newmarket public school board 

meeting. 

"On the morning of Tuesday, 
April 11, I journeyed to the 
Central technical school, where 
I was to meet with a group of 
teachers with whom I have had 
the honor of taking a shop 
practice and manual training 
course during the past two 
winters. 

"As you are perhaps aware, 
the manual, training and shop 
practice branch of the O.E.A. 
was held at the Central tech- 
nical school and was under the 
supervision of a number of 
teachers who are specialists in 
that line, the president this year 
being S. Hutchison of Toronto. 

"We met in a room on the first 
floor where we were addressed 
by speakers on the topic of 
training boys in order that they 
might go out into life with a 
reasonable amount of skill along 
these particular lines. It was 
pointed out that under the ex- 
tensive war-training plan young 
men, who are little more than 
boys, are set out on a course 
which is moulded and adapted 
to the needs and capacities of 
the students. 

'Those who have the ability 
to absorb the knowledge rapidly 
are allowed to do so, while 
others of a slower or more 
methodical nature are allowed 
to travel at their own pace. 
This idea, it was thought, could 
be utilized in our training in 
school, and many boys could be 
sent out with much more skill 
than if they were forced to 
slow down to the pace suitable 
to others. 

"After these addresses and 
some brief business we went on 
a tour of some of the shops of 
the school which were occupied 
by classes of the British Com- 
monwealth air training plan. 
Wc saw workers at various 
tasks, such as lathe work, filing, 
precision grinding, bumping, 
polishing, fabric patching on 
planes, radio work, forging, ! 
motor mechanics, etc. i 

"We would have liked to have , 
browsed a little longer to watch ! 
the workers but a schedule was j 
to be followed and our guides | 
hurried us from shop to shop in j 
order to finish our tour on time. * 

"We then retired to the 
assembly hall where wc had the 
opportunity and pleasure of 
watching two films, each about 
20 minutes in length on the 
care and operation of a machine 

lathe. 

"Although the information 
gathered from these films is 
not applicable to our work in 
the Newmarket schools, because 
there is no lathe and because it 
is somewhat advanced work for 
boys of public school age, never- 
theless it was of great interest 
and benefit to us in our course. 

"It was then noon, and we 
dined together so that we might 
have a discussion of the morn- 
ing's program. During the 
lunch hour we exchanged many 
work sheets which wc had pro- 
cured during the tour of the 
shops, and, which, with some 
adaptations, would be of use to 
us in our own shops. During 
this time, a companion and I 
decided to visit the radio broad* 
east at Hart House theatre 
immediately after dinner, 

"This demonstration was pre- 
sented by the CBC and was 
under the direction of R. S. 
Lnmbcrt, supervisor of educa- 
tional broadcasts. There was n 
screen dividing the platform 
into two parts — the one 'the 
broadcasting studio, the other 
the classroom. 

"In the classroom was Mr. 
Abe] ond his class of about 32 
pupils. The story dramatized 
was that of Paul Cain, the 
famous Canadian painter, whose 
likenesses of the North Ameri- 
can Indians arc unequalled. 

"It seemed, in the beginning, 
a matter of fact story, but as it 
progressed our interest grew. 
His love for nnd skill at paint- 
ing, his childish ambitions be- 
coming realities. Jus trips across 
the west, fur-traders, ships, 
horses, rough men, storms, 
rapids, Indians — all were depict- 
ed in such reality that wc could 
not but compare such n story to 
one read from a book or told 
without sound effects. 

"It became something real, 
and I know that the pupils on 
the other half of the platform 
lived with Paul Cain, travelled 
with him, met dangers with 
him and came to know a 
chapter of Canadian history 
which they will never forget.

Says Tree Menace 



"The old elm tree" in the 
middle of Timothy St. was up 
for considerable discussion at 
the Newmarket town council 
meeting on Monday evening. 
Following the council meeting, 
the members journeyed over to 
Timothy St. and after viewing 
the tree left it with Councillor 
Frank Bowser, chairman of the 
road and bridge committee, to 
decide whether or not the tree 
should be cut down. 

**The tree has been trimmed 
considerably and is very .lop- 
sided," Mr. Bowser told the 
council. "The east side is prac- 
tically all gone." 

Mr. Bowser explained to the 
council that two steeplejacks, 
Robt. Greer and Emelian Iwach, 
had been trimming the tree on 
Monday. He said that the Hor- 
ticultural Society had recom- 
mended that they got suggest- 
ions from Rev. Henry Cotton 
and that Mr. Cotton had been 
giving them advice. 

"A limb dropped from the 
cast side and knocked the bark 
off," said Mr. Bowser. "The 
tree is all doty. Wc put a 
hatchet in and drove a limb in 
eight or nine inches. The tree 
is very unsafe." 

"It is a menace to the com- 
munity," said Mayor Dr. L. W. 
Dales. 

"The steeplejacks recommen- 
ded iron bands to tighten the 
tree, as it will not be the proper 



shape, and ice nnd wind storms- 
might cause damage," said Mr. 

Bowser, 

"I feel it would be in the best 
interests of the town for safety 
if it were taken out," said 
Mayor Dales. 

"Iron bands cut off circulation* 
and it won't be long before it 
is dead," said Councillor Wm. 
Dixon. "The best thing would' 
be to take it down." 

"It has stood well all these- 
years, because it was well bal- 
anced," said Deputy -Re ever 
Arthur D. Evans. 

Mayor Dales suggested that a- 
plaque be put there and the tree 
taken down. It is thought that 
Newmarket had its beginnings 
under this tree and that it was- 
here that the Indians traded, 
with the white men and the first, 
market was started. This is> 
said to be the origin of the? 
name "Newmarket.*' 

"We don't want to spend* 
money to put bands around it,, 
because it is a menace," said- 
Mayor Dales. 

"Wc must be sure to balance? 
the tree," said Mr. Bowser.. 
"There is growth on the west 
and north sides, but we have 
removed practically all on the 
east and south sides of the tree."* 

Mr. Bowser commended high* 
ly the work of Mr. Greer and- 
Mr, Iwach, who completed their 
work on Tuesday. Mr. Bowser 
decided that the tree should bo. 
given another chance.

THE WORLD I WANT 

By Blanche E. Sedgewick* Sutton West 

Today Z am faced with a political fear — a fear 
that the insistent demand for far-reaching 
economic and social reforms is but the nuclear 
beginning of a social autocracy whose tentacles 
can encircle our individuality so tightly that I 
will cease to be "ME." I think of the world 
in which I want to live and I come to the 
conclusion that these are the things that I want 
to have in my world. I want to be socially 
free. I want to be capable of personal 
achievement and success. I want the joy of 
possession. I want to be an individual. 

I want to be socially free. By that I mean 
that I want to be able to do as I like without 
fear in doing so that I am a traitor to some 
great cause. I want to be able to paint my 
house green in a row of blue houses without 
feeling that I have disturbed some landscape 
artist's conception of a well-planned city. 
Maybe something in my mind hates blue houses, 
and I want a green house. But how can I be 
happy in a green house if I have disturbed 
some well-organized social scheme. 

Then, I do not want \o belong to such a well- 
organized social scheme. I like fireplaces. 
Perhaps someone else does not like fireplaces, 
I would like to own a bath-room with a fire- 
place in it. It is a luxury. It is not essential. 
The government might decree, perhaps, that I 
could not have a fireplace in my bath-room 
because then? are not enough bricks in Canada 
to put fireplaces in all Canadian bath-rooms. 

I do not want to belong to such .a well- 
organized society.. I want to own a summer 
home where there are blue waters and pine 
trees and quietness, far away from everybody. 
I do not want to have to spend my summer 
vacation in s government-owned summer camp 
with a million other people. I do not want to 
get my share of vitamin D in such a camp 
where everything is sterilized and boiled. I 

want to . be free to drink the lake water. I 
want to even take the chance that I may die of 
typhoid. 

I want to be capable of personal achievement 
and success. I want to be able to start from 
nothing and become something by the dint of 
my own endeavor and labor. I want to 
know that I have succeeded, that I did it with 
the wind in my face and up hill all the way. I 
do not want to thank some political demagogue 
who has given me a university education, with- 
out having to wash dishes for the necessary 
funds, just because I am one in a million people 
who go to make up an Elysian society- I want 
to look ahead to some achievement that I, alone, 
have to conquer economically, mentally and 
physically. I do not want to be met half-way 
in my endeavor by a government grant and I 
do not want some psychologist or vocational 
expert to tell me that I am going to succeed 
before I succeed or that I am going to fail 
t.forc I fail. 



I want to feel that I and I alone am the 
captain of my soul and the master of my fate. 
I want to learn to live in the valleys of 
depression as well as on the mountains of 
success. So take away your schemes of govern- 
mental grants for all the pitfalls that beset the 
average life. For if there arc no hardships. 
there is no aftermath of joy of success. If 
there is no aim beyond my grasp, there is no 
heaven. 

I want the joy of possession. I want to be 
able to stand with my toes buried in the warm 
sand of some lake-shore and look at my pine 
trees, my rocks, my soil, my land. I want to 
care for that property and beautify it and 
improve it because it is my own. I want to 
know that another who does not appreciate it, 
and who does not value it as % will not come to 
enjoy it I want to possess some luxurious 

article such as a streamlined car, or a beautiful 

yacht and I want to possess it because I have 

worked hard and strived for it. And I want it 
because Mr. Smith down the street has not got 
one. And I want to drive around some warm 
summer's day in my car or sail in my, yacht 
and I want to watch Mr. Smith's envious eyes 
and I want to laugh with glee because I 
worked for my pleasure while he lazed. I 
want to own my own business that will 
succeed on an economic standard because I have 
put my, own private enterprise into it. Perhaps 
I envision a billboard with "ME AND COM- 
PANY" written across it, signifying to the 
world that I am not a failure. Yes, I 'want to 
say of something "THIS IS MINE." 

I want to be an individual. I want to be 
someone who lives freely, and thinks freely and 
talks freely. I do not want to be just one cog 
in a complicated, social machine. I do not want 
to have to conform to a uniform society by 
fascist discipline or any other type of force. I 

want to be capable of making my own decisions, 
of guiding my own life, being kind and unselfish ] 
because I want to be, being energetic because 
I want to be, being what I am because I am 
MEL For I would just as soon be No. 22227 in 
Sing-sing prison as an unidentified, equal, and 
impersonal component of an extremely well- 
organized society. 

Perhaps there is something of the ancient 
Athenian in me, for I believe in the middle way 
and the moderate way. I do not want to live 
under an autocratic monarchy and I do not 
want to live under an extremely democratic 
democracy. I do not want to live in a class- 
conscious and caste-divided society but I do not 
want to live in a society without economic, 
mental and physical levels. I want to be free 
from the ancient bondage of despotic monarchs, 
the demands of the feudal lords, and the 
political-privileged electoral class, but also I 
want to be free from the bondage of over- 
organized society whose social unity may some 
day develop into an assumed dictatorship whose 
autocracy and absolutism would be greater and 
more unbearable than the reign of Louis XIV 
of France and the Czar Nicholas of Russia. 

And so I am afraid that the zeal for increased j 
reform, picked up and backed by well-meaning 
people will be carried to an extreme by un- 
scrupulous politicians. Is it not out of such 
conditions of mob zeal and dissatisfaction that 
are born the strangling power of dictators? 
Did not Hitler pose as a man who would make 
the Germans as a master' race? Did not 
Mussolini claim to rescue the Italians from the 
economic instability of a post-war Italy? Did 
not Lenin and Trotsky claim to institute a 
society for the greatest good to the greatest 
number of people? From these dictatorial rules j 
have not arisen the blood-purges of Germany, 
the insane tortures of Bolshevists, and the 
"shot-at-dawn" assassinations of the fascists? 
These are the things I fear, and out of the dark 
mumblings of the historic past, comes the j 
voice of experience demanding me ' to be 
politically cautious for fear that I may find 
myself on a road from which there is no turn- 
ing back.

SOMETHING NEW ADDS 
ZEST TO GARDENING 



<By Rudy Renzius, Newmarket 
Horticultural Society) 

Trying one or more complete- 
ly new and unfamiliar plants 
each year adds zest to garden- 
ing. Many times this new item 
ends up on the never-trv-again 
list, or it may prove to be a 
very fine thing like, for instance, 
double white rock cress (Arabis 
Alpina), perennial or Indian 
spring hollyhock. This is an 
annual that flowers in August, 
You sow the seeds in the spring. 
Its tall stalks of semi-double 
pink flowers are a lovely pic- 
ture in the summer garden. 

Another year you may buy 
one of the many new pinks or 
ground phloxes, so useful for 
covering bare spots or in rock- 
eries. One of my favorites is 
Vinca minor, periwinckle or 
ground myrtle. Its beautiful 
blue blossoms are a pleasure 
several times during the grow- 
ing season. The seed catalogues 
are, of course, your main source 
of possibilities to be tried. 

Angel's trumpet is a well 
chosen name for a large annual 
with trumpet formed flowers of 
many colors, yellow, white and 
purple. It is not unlike the 
Easter lily in shape and size. 
This plant is easy to grow and 
not very common. It is very 
effective in many places in 
early evening in contrast with a 
background of . dark ^evergreens. 

It grows three feet tall and, 
if given lots of room, will fill 
this. It usually blooms from 
the middle of July to frost 
Give it a rich soil and it will 
self-sow. The Latin name is 
Datura Stramonium, sometimes 
called thornappfe. Lunaria An- 
nua, honesty, is a very interest- 
ing annual or biennial with a 
two-fold use. 

First we have the purple 
flowers in the garden and then 
we may collect and dry the un- 
usual tced-pods for decorative 
use in the house during tho 
winter. The seed-pods nro 
ailvety-wiiite/flat and the seeds 
may be seen through thin trans- 
parent skin. it likes loose 
x*ndy and moist soil.

season, 43 percent of all fresh pro- 
duce, ra all '8,000.000 tons, was pro- 
duced in these plots. Quite a fine 
record. 

If yoa are late and want to catch 
up, don't fall prey to sloppiness. 
It is just as easy to set a line in 
place for straight furrows and this 
will save you time later when you 
have to cultivate and hoe. It also 
makes a finer looking vegetable 
plot- Take time to cover seeds 
properly and sow them at proper 
depth. 

(. If pressed down they come in 

contact with warm soil and moist- 
ure and get growing sooner. The 

extra time you take at planting 
time is saved later when thinning- 
Out time comes. It is very import- 
ant to sow thinly and not in 

bunches. 

Fine seeds are sown thinly if 
mixed in a saucer with fine sand 
and trickled between thumb and 
forefinger. Set out larger seeds 
like beets one inch apart. Beans 
and peas should be sown two inches 
apart. This will give you plenty 
of seedlings and the waste and 
time in thinning will be smaller. 

One of the most common mis- 
takes is not to allow enough room 
for the growth of each plant. Thin 
after a rain when it is easy to pull 
cut seedlings and nearby plant

xl The C.C.F. is democratically 
organized," Major A. H. Woods, 
C.C.F. federal candidate in 
North York, told a gathering in 
Bclhaven Community hall. 

After explaining C.C.F. or- 
ganization. Major Woods con- 
tended that "a party that 
conducts its internal affairs 
along democratic lines will carry 
those principles into the task 
of governing the country." 

"The C.C.F. is charged by its 
opponents with being undemo- 
cratic because they know it is 
useless to assail the C.C.F. pro- 
gram/' said Major Woods. 
**They hope to scare the voters 
by raising the bogey of regimen- 
tation. Under a C.C.F. govern- 
ment there would be more 
democracy, not less. 

"A C.C.F. government would 
not permit citizens to be interned 
or imprisoned without an open 
trial. To do as the present ad- 
ministration has done is to 
violate the fundamental prin- 
ciples of British justice and fair 
play. I agree that people who 
break the law or who threaten 
the safety of the state should be 
punished, but only when found 
guilty in a court of justice. 

"The New Zealand labor gov- 
ernment's farm produce market- 
ing system has given the New 
Zealand farmer a security un- 
known in any other country. 
The policy of the New Zealand 
government and that of the 
C.C.F. are practically identical, 
and what has been done for the 
farmer in New Zealand will be 
done for the farmer in Canada 
by a C.C.F. government 

"It is not true that members 
of trade unions are compelled to 
contribute to C.C.F funds against 
their wills," said Major Woods, 
"Some unions have affiliated 
with the C.C.F. for their entire 
membership and some for only 
a part of the membership. The 
affiliated unions contribute to 
the C.C.F on that basis, a small 
fee for each affiliated member. 

"In the York South by-election 
only $5,000 was spent by the 

C.C.F. to defeat ex-Senator 
Arthur Meighen, a candidate 
backed by all the resource* of 
the vested interests. Some of 
the $5,000 carne from the unions 
but most of it came from the 
members of the C.C.F. across 
Canada, contributions of quarters 
and one dollar bills with an oc- 
casional contribution of $25." 

Major Woods prophesied that 
the C.C.F. would form a govern- 
ment in Saskatchewan after the 
June 15 election and a dominion 
administration after the next 
federal election. 

George H. Mitchell, M.P.P. for 
North York, discussed legislation 
dealt with at the recent session 
of the Ontario legislature.

Chief Constable James Sloss 
appeared before Newmarket 
town council on Monday even- 
ing with regard to the outside 
toilet "nuisance." 

"The board of health has the 
right to have it ordered done 
and charge it to the taxes," N. 
L. Mathews, K.C., town clerk 
and solicitor, said in reply to a 
question from Chief S!oss t who 
asked if it were possible to 
force people to put in inside 
conveniences and do away with 
the outside ones that are a 
nuisance. 

"One difficulty is that there 
are no sewers," said Mr. Math- 
ews. 

-i Then it is up to them to 
arrange some other method," 
said Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales. 

"ft is practically impossible to 
get materials and help" said 
Reeve F. A. Lundy. Mr. Lundy 
stated that there were a number 
of citizens who had the materials 
but who could not get a plumber 
to install them. 

"I think they're doing their 
best," said Mr. Lundy. 

*Tt is not impossible" said 
Mayor Dales. ''They're getting 
some done, how many arc 
there?" 

"About 60," replied Chief 
Sloss, 

"Some are worse than others," 
said Mr. Mathews. 

,; I made a survey and put in 
a report to Dr. Wesley," said 
Chief Sloss. "It has been re- 
ferred back to me to force them 
to put in toilets. I think it's 
up to the M.O.H." 

The councillors thought that it 
was up to the M.O.H. to order 
that the work be done and up 
to the chief constable to lay a 
charge if it is not done. 

Dr. J. II, Wesley, M.O.H., 
arrived at this point. 

"The council doesn't want to 
finance the installations," said 
Mayor Dales. 

"Then we can't go any far- 
ther/' said Dr. Wesley. "What 
about the Health Act? Several 
have asked "that the town do It 
and they are willing that it be 
charged against the property on 
taxes."

"The town docs not want to 
finance them," said Mr. Math- 
ews. "We don't want to do it 
that way." 

"There are one or two cases 
where the owner is not In a 
position to do it," said Mr. Sloss.

Cross-examined by N. L. Math- 
ews, K.C., counsel for the defence, 
she denied ever receiving a letter 
from Mr. Mundy. 

According to Mr. Weldrick, when 
he left the farm on the evening of 
the sale there were three cows left, 
one belonging to Mrs. Burns and 
the other two to Mr. Mundy. He 
was not present when the tmckei 
arrived to take the Mundy cows 
away. 

"On May 5 Mrs. Burns made a 
complaint to me." stated Constable 
Sidney Barraclough, who investi- 
gated. "On May 19 I went to see 
Mr. Mundy at Belhaven and asked 
about the cow. He said that his 
trucker had taken Mrs. Burns' 
cow by mistake. He said that he j 
had received a registered letter 
from Mrs. Burns and wrote a 
letter back in which he said that 
he thought that he should receive 
two months feed for the cow nnd 
transportation costs. He agreed 
to the exchange of cows." 

Questioned by the defence, the 
officer stated that from informa- 
tion received he learned that Mrs. 
Burns had not received Mr. Mun- 
dy's letter. 

Pointing out that the cow which 
Mrs. Burns received was milking 
while she had it and was now go- 
ing do* a nd that the one she had 
purchased and which Mr. Mundy's 
trucker had taken by mistake, was 
only starting to give milk now, 
Mr. Mathews argued that the 
claimant had received the best of 
the bargain and should pay for 
the transportation of the cows 
when exchanged. Crown Attorney 
Arlelgh Armstrong did not agree. 

"Do you think, Mr. Armstrong, 
that there Is any question of theft 
in this case?'' asked Magistrate 

Woodliffe. "Surely if Mr. Mundy 
stole a cow, to did Mrs. Burns." 

The crown agreed that there was 
not sufficient evidence to warrant 
a conviction on a charge of theft. 
He said that Mr- Mundy should 
have returned the cow when he 
learned of the error. 

Samuel Catania, King township, 
pleaded not guilty to a charge of 
threatening Michael Catania. Mag- 
istrate Woodliffe dismissed the 
charge and bound the defendant 
over in tire sum of $100 to keep 
the peace for one year. 

Michael Catania testified that 
his farm was adjacent to the 
property of the defendant's father 
and that a water course ran 
through both properties. He stated 
that on June 1 he noticed that the 
water was stopped up at the fence 
line, nnd he removed the material 
blocking the course of the water. 
He stated that Sam Catania, whom 
he said to be a dlbtant relative, 
appeared with a gun and threaten- 
ed to send him to the hospital If 
he did not stop opening the ditch. 
Awked if he was afraid that the 
defendant would carry out his 
threat, the witness said that he 
waa afraid that he might do so. 

Mrs. Catania, wife of the previous 
witness, stated that she also heard 
the accused make the threatening 
remarks. 

When asked If he wished to give 
evidence on his own behalf, Samuel 
Catania denied making any threat- 
ening remarks. He admitted say- 
ing, "If I get you opening that 
ditch 1*11 knock your block off." 
Cross-examined by N. I*. Mathews, 
K.C., counsel for Michael Catania, 
the defendant denied that the Water 
course was a natural one. He said 
that he blocked the course because 
the water flooded the barnyard. 

John ami Mike Catania, brothers 
of (he defendant, testified that 
thny had heard their brother say 
that lu: would knock Michael Cftt- 
anlu'M head off. Both denied that 
they believed! that he meant what 
he wild. 

"These disputes between one 
property-owner and another must 
bo taken up in the civil courts." 
Magistrate Woodliffe told the de- 
fendant. "You must not threaten 
nor take the law into your own 
hand. If you have trouble nt>otjt 
the line fences or water courses, 
take it to the civil court* 

"It's probable that you did not 
mean any harm by the threat. But 
apparently Mr. Catania believed 
that you did and he hna a right 
to protection. I am going to bind 
you over In the sum of $500 to keep 
the peace for one year with Mr. 
Catania and all other subjects. 
You leave him atone."
